1 ha chapter upon the pruning or the tine ia, 
pcrhtpa, the moat valuable of the whole 
book. It i* entirely of a practical nature, and 
[a *o arranged and iUnatrattd II to bt 
intelligible to the mnneet capacity. The 
writer aeem*, on th* whole, favourable to what 
is called lAerp jo-unino in preference to any 
great indulgence of the natural growth. Tbe 
opinion of Clement Hoar* ia quoted with 
approbation — " At tbe sole object In view in 
pruning tha vine ia to increase it* fertility, the 
bett method to accomplish this muat be that 
which leave* * sufficient aupply of bearing 
khoot* on the leaat proportionate quantity of th( 
old." 

Having pointed out the varioua duties which 
the proprietor of a vineyard muat hate per- 
formed during winter, if be desires to tee 
his vines thriv Dr. Kelly - * treatise proceed* 
to enter upoo the fermentation quedicni 
and diecusecs it in a acieniific and practical 
manner, shewing the nature of the fermeative 
principle, the peculiarities which it presents ia 
the cue of wine, and the egpedient* whereby 
the operation of that principle may be modified 
and controlled. In the aection relating to pre- 
paration for the vintage many valuable hint* are 
givrn, and precaution* aa to cleanlinaaa, sul- 
phuring, jac, are urged, without due regard to 
which all previoui can aad labour will be abso- 
lute ly nalliSed, The treatise concludes with 
it mark*, upon the cellar, a due regard to the 
ump*r*lbre of which ia confewedly of the 
highest importance. 

The " Varietici of the Vino in Anatralia" can-

The Uoimr haw reached ikat broteflrt* wken. 
in beholding her own hoiutbold, and analysing 
the ('motions of her own heart, aha could best 
cHtimste what had been th* love and solicitui* 
of h*c dying p. cor, and how great that debt 
which sh* owed—how prsciens those virtue* 
which she mourned.

If the clajj of capita lidl* were to ntewt tad 
agitate, mJ use precisely the same argument, 
(gainst the introduction of any man capital into 
the colony that ire used with respect la labour, 
they would b* able to mak* out quits at good a 
ease, if not a better. The local value of capital, 
like the loca? 
demand for 

sudden and immoderate importation would, of 
Course, lower its value . a deficient accumula- 
tion would raise it. 

l'he working classes claim as a matter uf 
equity that the tesources of the State should not 
be u.cd to depreciate the value of their labiiir 
bj introducing competitors j although many of 
Ibttn tavc themselves been brought out 
at the public expanse^. Why should 
not capitalist*. who have either 
emigrated at their own expense or made them, 
selves cepilaitdta by (heirown skill and industry 
and frugality, demand with at leasL euual fair- 
ness that Iha credit of the Mlate should not be 
made use or to import capital t Toe t iavrrn. 
merit has borrowed three 'million* sterling, the 
bulk of which ha* been spent in wsgas in the 
cobny, and to tliat extent has reduced th* 
power ot private capital to purchase th* same 
tort of labour, The esse might even be strength- 
ered by representing that th* interest of this 
lu;in was n perpetual chatge upon the tuual 
taxation, an d that iha tendency of th* lawa was 
toward* imposing all the burden of th* taxes on 
capital, so thai local capital hid to pay for th* 
piece** by which its own value Wat deteriorate .1 - 

Lsbour asks to be protected not only by 
ti e exclusion of fresh labour, but by th* ex- 
clusion also of the product* of labour. Hanu- 
fsctured goods are to be kept away In order 
that local labour stay be employed to produce 
them, and It* price consequently enhanced, 
< npitaJist* might hy a prerie* parity of reason 
tsk that aU Anglo- AuitraHan computes for 
banking, insuring, ot tending should lie for- 
bidden, that there should b* a lax on all private 
funds tent out to be lent on mortgage, and on 
all moneys left invested by elieente**, so that 
by a diminution of the stock of money la the 
colony its value might rise. 

If auch arguments were reslly put forward 
by capitalists , and urged upon the legislature as 
tit* basis of a nmional policy, w* can easily 
understand how readily they would bo 
answered, tad how nereely they would b* de- 
nounced by our popular politicians. The com- 
plainant* would be told that 
Capital — that public impiwciiraiis 
the value of all landed properties within reach 
of their influence— thai money circulated tliimi- 
lated trade la all It* branches, and helped to 
add thereby to the profit or all th* mercantile 
cladasa, as wall as to (h* wage* of the labourer 
—that except to retired persona Irving on lb* 
to'CT^*! investment^ cheap money was quite 

seeing that moony, or ila Huriknl, credit, was 
thai tool which the rich used to male tn*m**]ns* 
richer, and that th* competition of for- 
eign with local companies kept down ex- 
travagant charges, and muhiplwd facilities 
f*r business. All which would ha very 
true, but precisely thee* very arepisaeaits would 
tell, mure ft* MsiMihtu, with equal force tgtinst 
the popular doctrine* respecting the protection 
Of labour. 

Labour multiplies the demand for labour, It 
expands the tie* or industry, it drew* capital 
after It into fixed and permanent investments, 
which establish a continuous demand for labour ; 
it adds to all th* conveniences of lire, it leads 
constantly towards cheapening th* cost of 
living, and placing within the retch of til com- 
fort* otherwiae only enjoyed by tb* few. In- 
dustry lies at tb* basis of all material advance ■ 
meat, and if that industry is checked, it 
matter* not through th* operation of what 
cattle. tb* whole eomuxtarity suffer*, 
the labour-cUaaea a* well as the capital- 
classes ; and that industry It checked 
if such as artificial vtlu* is placed upon labour 
*a ditcourtget th* purchase of It by employers. 
Very little of the labour of (he community it 
independent and eelf -sustaining- The number 
of persons who work for themaelvea, and who 
in their own persons represent both tb* capi- 
ta lint Ihd th* labourer, it comparatively very 
small, especially in the towns. Labour is de- 
pendent on capital for wage*, just as capital is 
dependent on labour for profit. Every on* 
knows the depression that is caused by a strike, 
when labour £e idle and capital unfruitful or 
diverted. Ia « similar way, pro* parity is for- 
feited whan labour that might have been pro- 
fitably employed is not eo «mploy»d, *ittou*^h

Thi* 
resolution was a pledge on the part of those prvient 
that Lhey would manliest their interest In someching 
tangible, ao ia lo manifest 10 the public by iheil 
conduct how far.thoy were lin cere In thilr adoption 
of the resolution leeelf. The resolution lElrJoed, 
'■ We pledge ourulre* to ua* our ulmoat exertion* to 
meet the requiiil* empenditure," which plainly meant 
thai they would contribute in every way thevpoaiibly 
could toward the erection or thii new building, anil 
Ihe luppon ot the inititution when eligible pre mile* 
were provided. What could be i more proper appro- 
trriatl 11 of our intnlance than ill u»e in the main, 
tr nance of institutions or this philanthropic chiracterr 
He tonsidcred thit Chriitimily wu giving a iiered- 
ners to tho secular engijiementa of th* children of 
men. In our present conditium u a fallen world 
under a remedial discipline, there were aariiua evil* 
nnd mor.l malsoiea Unit demanded the sympathy and 
invited the «eitioni of thoie who had been brought 
10 God and underitood the claimi of humanity and ill 
future destiniei. They iprung up on oven- hind, and 
eltvattd the caiatence ol the Eumanity through whiih 
they were elleviaied. What could be a mare noble 
cin|,li,yment thin Ihe engagement of min'i eiertion., 
not for hi. pccwonll or familv sggrindiiemcnt, but for 
eitending toe neneilt* ot Divine I'rovidencc toward, 
hi* fellow-cra*tui*». ellrviititnr the woe« nf common 
buaiinity.bnnamg the lost one. b.tk iu tncabecpfold, 
and thus blearing ihe eommuniiv- in which bo liecd.
